A RESOLUTION concerning programs and 
services to relieve police and law 
enforcement agencies from the burdens of 
dealing with arrests in the Fort Wayne 
area for public intoxication unconnected 
with any crime. 

WHEREAS, there is a need for a program for the non-medical 
detoxication and rehabilitation of intoxicated persons in the Fort 
Wayne area. 

WHEREAS, there is a need for a facility and program which 
would further the concept of treatment of public intoxication offen- 
ders as persons suffering from an illness with a potential for 
rehabilitation through counseling and referral to appropriate com- 
munity agencies for assistance with individual problems. 

WHEREAS, there is also a need for a residential treatment and 
rehabilitation facility to follow up on such persons at the time of 
leaving the sobering-up facility. 

WHEREAS, there is no existing facility at present in the 
Fort Wayne area for such a detoxication and rehabilitation program.
